of exquisite glass bottles and 
decanters owned by Morris Wattles. 
Also on display, for the same dur¬ 
ation, will be a most unusual col¬ 
lection of brass plate rubbings, 
collected from tombs in churches 
and castles from around the world. 
The rubbings are taken from actual 
tombs that date back as far as 
1311. Some brasses have life size 
figures on them, which may be as 
tall as 6h feet, and others are 
as small as seven inches.
